WASHINGTON, aMrch 5. -The eal 
ate took the bit in its teeth today 
and ran roughshod over its presiding 
officer—the fiery. Charles G. Dowes, 
of “Hell-Maria” fame, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

In a dignified but determined man- 
ner, the Senate made Dawes “eat 
crow” in reprisal for his severe! 
stictures administered by him to the 
members in his inaugural address 
scoring them for preserving archaic 
rules, which he declared prevent 
transaction of business with order 
and dispatch 
DAWES TAKES MEDICINE, ; 

Dawes took his medicine like a 
Spartan and showed no disposition to 
hit back. He gave no indication, now- 
ever, that he has been “tamed” 
that he will henceforth submit mildly} 
to open rebuke. 

Punishment for Dawes took 
form of a resolution adopted by 
animous consent, correcting 
and blunders he made,” 
Senate leaders, when he unceremon- 
jously cast aside the rules of the 
Senate and ignored ‘red tape’ by 
taking short cuts in swearing in 24 
new members en. bloc. 

Prior to the submission of the re- 
solution Senator Ashurst of Arizona 
took océasion ¢o rise on a question 
of the highest personal privilege” 
and said: 

PROCEDURE UNSEEMLY. 

“The press of the country today 
carried some,criticisms made by me 
of the Vice-President’s inaugural 
speech. With much of. that speech I 
am in thorough accord and = my 
criticism was directed mainly at the 
untimely and unseemly manner in 
‘which the oaths were administered to 
the new members of this body.” 

Ashurst referred to the fact that 
to save time Dawes had “herded” 
the Senators in a group, administere 
ed the oath to them and then ‘“‘shoo- 
ed” them out of the Senate chamber 
before they had signed the roll as 
prescribed by law, to attend the in- 
auguration of President Coolidge.

Reviewing conditions in the petroleum industry, J. Edgar Pew, 
President of the American Petroleum Institute, expresses the opinion 
that “the condition of the oil business is better than it has been 
for several years.” 

“Within the industry there is a better spirit of cooperation for 
‘the benefit of all. Standards of equipment are being established 
that should very considerably reduce the costs of materials and 
increase the efficiency of all field labor. Drilling operations are con- 
ducted with better success as a result of geological data, largely 
developed within the past few years. New pools of oil are being 
discovered with greater frequency and with less of the wildcat type 
of operations than ever before. | ; 

“The relations of the industry to the public are improving. 
The problems confronting the industry, its responsibilities and its 
great achievements are being better understood. 

“I do not look with alarm upon any prophecies of scarcity of 
oil during this year, or for many years to come. The oil industry 
has in a big way accomplished the seemingly impossible in _ the 
amount of oil it has produced notwithstanding repeated predictions 
to the contrary that there was no such amount of oil to be had. 
I am confident that the precedent of its past performances will be 
fully maintained in the future for many years to come, and until 
science and inventior shall have provided a good and sufficient sub- 
stitute for oil products. This seems to me to be a safe presumption. 
On the whole, the future of the legitimate oil business looks very

> John W. Lief, vice-pres. New York Edison Company, shows how 
the increase in the use of electrical energy is of ever-increasing 
value to efficiency of workers. He says: 

“A comparison of the average horspower availabel per work 
man and ‘his increased productiveness, shows that in 1899 the horse- 
power per worker was 2.12 as against 3.10 in 1924, while in former 
years the annual value added to products per wage worker was 
$1,025,..as against $1,404 in. the latter. 

“Through the output per workman is undoubtedly influenced 
by many factors, this increase in the application of mechanical power 
as a substitute for manual labor is undoubtedly a cause of the rapid- 
ly increasing wealth of the country and the emancipation of work- 
ers from drudgery and heavy labor.
